has  offered  all  his  Suez  canal  shares  to 
French  firms  in  Paris,  aud  they  decline 
to  pay  what  he  asks.  I  suppose  he  has 
no  chance  in  London,  but  I  am  desired 
to  ascertain.”  Mr.  Disraeli  asked  : 

"  How  many  shares?  W  at'sthe  price?” 
As  this  was  then  not  exactly  known, 
Rothschild  telegraphed  back  to  Paris. 
The  reply  was  :  "  About  176,000  shares, 
at  £1,000,000  cash,  and  the  khedive  will 
pay  five  par  oent.  on  the  purchase  money 
daring  the  next  nineteen  years,  after 
which  the  shares  will  bo  free?”  After  a 
few  moments’  pause  Disraeli  said  :  “We 
can  borrow  four  millions  at  three  per 
cent ,  aud  gain  two  per  oent.  by  the 
difference.  The  Suez  canal  commands 

trt  BUppOOt) 

(turning  to  Mr.  Rothschild)  that  you  can 
let  us  have  the  money  ?”  The  answer 
was  in  the  affirmative.  Then  Disraeli 
said:  "Telegraph  back  that  Eugland 
buys,  snbject  to  the  approval  by  Parlia 
men,  which  will  not  be  withheld,  I  am 
sure,  and  add  that  tho  money  can  be  paid 
over  by  you  when  received.”  So,  the 
report  runs,  the  purchase  of  tho  khe- 
dive’s  Sue*  oanal  shares  was  rapidly 
made.  _ ' _

Last  fall  I  went  to  hear  a  great  orator 
speak,  and  as  I  listened  to  his  eloquent 
remarks  I  felt  that  I  would  gladly  spend 
the  best  part  of  a  life  in  preparation,  if 
it  were  possible  to  beoome  such  a  power 
for  good  as  he  was.  I  shall  never  have 
tho  opportunity  for  very  much  mental 
improvement  on  a  form.  It  is  all  well 
enough  to  talk  about  educating  one's 
self,  and  to^oint  to  the  example  of  such 
men  as  Lincoln,  Greeley,  aud  Wilson.  I 
doubt  whether  even  they  would  have 
ever  accomplished  what  they  did  if  they 
bad  always  lived  on  farms.  I  try  to  road 
and  study  some  eveniDgs;  but  I  don’t 
get  started  very  early,  and  when  one  has 
been  ont  in  the  oold  all  day,  he  does  not 
sit  reading  in  a  warm  room  very  long 
before  the  lines  begin  to  mix  up,  and  he 
hAritly  knows  whether  he  is  engaged  in 
reading  history  or  hauling  sawlogs.  It 
seems  to  me  that  it  requires  a  wonderful 
amount  of  energy  to  overcome  such 
difficulties,  and  one  cannot  help  observ¬ 
ing  that  a  large  majority  of  those  who 
have  risen  to  positions  of  eminence  had 
good  opportunities  when  they  were 
young.  Advioo  is  about  the  cheapest 
thing  in  the  world,  and  we  are  very  often 
advisod  to  “stick  to  the  farm”  by  these 
who  left  it  long  ago  for  other  pursuits, 
and  would  do  the  same  thing  again  un¬ 
der  like  circumstances.

Yield  of  toe  Precious  Metals. 

According  to  the  flguren  of  Mr.  Val 
entino,  the  general  superintendent  of 
Wells,  Fargo  A  Co.,  the  total  gold  and 
silver  production  of  the  United  Stab* 
for  the  past  year  was  $80,830,087.  Mr. 
Valentine  estimate*  the  total  yield  for 
1876  at  $90,000,000,  of  which,  ha  says, 
$50,000,000  will  doubtless  oomo  from 
Nevada.  The  States,  and  Territories,  in 
whioh  the  yield  fell  off  last  year  were 
California,  Idaho,  Utah  and  Washington 
— the  States,  Territories  and  foreign  na¬ 
tion*,  where  it  increased,  were  Nevada, 
Colorado,  Mexico,  Oregon,  British  Co¬ 
lumbia,  Montana  and  Arizona.  The 
falling  off  in  California  is  attributed  to 
the  lack  of  water,  resulting  from  a  mild 
winter.  To  supply  water  enough  tbe 
Sierras  must  be  piled  high  with  snow. 
In  the  winter  of  1874-6  very  little  fell. 
The  total  yield  of  California  is  set  down 
at  $14,842,010  in  gold  dost  and  bullion 
forwarded  by  express,  sod  $1,484,201  -by 
other  conveyance*,  making  a  grand  total 
of  $16,326,211.  Of  this  sum  at  least 
seven  millions  were  sbsorlied  by  the 
general  government  in  customs,  and  sent 
East,  and  at  least  eight  millions  by  the 
railroad  to  pay  interest  on  its  bonds  and 
dividends  on  rts  stock.  The  total  yield  of 
Nevada  is  set  down  st  $40,478,369,  and 
the  Virginia  (Sty  Enterprise  thus  com¬ 
ments  upon  the  fact :  Nevada  is  a  State 
containing  only  about  forty  thousand  in¬ 
habitants,  but  by  the  above  showing, 
she  is  evidently  entitled  to  some  consid¬ 
eration  at  the  hands  of  her  sister  States, 
the  Territories;  and  the  world  at  large. 
It  ia  no  HQinll  thing  to  yield  more  of  the 
precious  metals  than  all  tho  rest  of  the 
Union,  with  British  Colombia  and  the 
Mexican  coast  thrown  in.  This  yield 
has  been  attained,  notwithstanding  the 
fire  which  swept  over  Virginia  and  shot 
up  the  Ophir  and  the  bonanza  mines 
from  th3  twenty-sixth  day  of  October 
till  almost  the  present  time.  The  yield 
of  Nevada  for  1875  is  about  twenty- 
five  per  cfent.  above  that  for  1874,  and 
more  than  that  in  excess  of  any  previous 
year.  Those  who  are  best  posted  will 
agree  with  Mr.  Valentine  that  Nevada 
will  produce  $50,000,000  next  year.  In 
fact,  there  is  ore  sufficient  in  sight  in 
half  a  dozen  mines  to  multiply  that 
amount  ten  titoew  over.  The  yield  is, 
however,  limited  to  toe  capacity  of  the 
millsTor  redaction  rather  than  that  of 
the  mine*  to r  reduction.  And  still  the 
developments  are  increasing  day  by  day.
